lun1; +. bile to this Div, a great Number of 
the vl: Epiſcopal Miniftcrs, who retain 
theic rincipics, and neithcr ſubmit to 
Church or Srate, who refule to own the 
Church, or (ake the Oaths to the Governs» 
ment ; who neither pray for the QUEEN, 
nor acknuw].dze the QUEEN, yet flill keep 
their Beirgs, and are the very ſame Pariſh 
Minifters tliey wc ze before.
